On the noth anniversary of Amcrlcitn In- 
dependence, and a day short of the first an- 
nlvorsnry of Its o(fli:i.il liberation from the 
Jnpnneso cnomy, Ihf Philippine conimon- 
wcnllh becomes an Independent republic of 
soverelen equality among the nations of the 
world. 

The happy occasion Ik iniide doubly happy 
by the rlrnim.slanres of ll.i oeciirrrncp. The 
dale o! Philippine t/i dependence was decldrd 
upon 12 years ago. No one then could have 
imagined llie Iraple period which lay nhcad 
for the commonwealth and ILi protector na- 
tion. Or, if that period could have been lore- 
aeen, few would have believed that the 
promise of independence could bo realized 
now. 

But that promlae survived through the 
black days of defeat In the early months ot 
1042. ThMc black day.s served to bind tho 
United Slates and the Philippines more close- 
ly. Bataan and Corregldor became enshrined 
in the hearts ot Flliplno.-i and Americans alike 
through the exemplary heroism of the men of 
both nations who defended them. 

Nor did the Filipinos' courage fall with the 
departure of the Americans and the subse- 
quent occupation. Neither the Japs' cajolery 
nor their brutality could break it. The Fili- 
pinos fought with -the couraRC of the free 
men which they were then In spirit and have 
now become in fact. 

The Philippines' independence day dawns 
upon many parts of the world where freedom 
■nd independence are still in doubt. On their 
own side ot the globe the Filipinos see civil 
atrlfa In 'a free neighbor nation and serious 
unrest among tho colonial peoples o^ the east. 
Elsewhere in the world the pressure of the 
strong upon the weak is not abated. All of 
which must make their complete Ircedom 
even more precious- 

For America this day of Philippine inde- 
pendence Is almost as proud an event as It Is 
lor the Islanders themselves. It marks the 
complete succesa of our one great colonial 
venture and the complete vindication of the 
policies employed. 

During more than 50 years the Fillplno.i 
have advanced, under our guidance, from a 
woefully low estate to a level ot literacy and 
living standards unmatched In the Orient 
except In Japan. And the end of that halt 
century finds the mutual friendship and ad- 
miration of America and the Philippines 
stronger than ever before. 

Today we are accused by some ot being 
Imperialists and harboring colonial ambi- 
tions. Against these untrue charges stands 
the Independent Philippine republic to refute 
In fact what has been charged in apparently 
malicious fancy. 

The early days of the new republic will cer- 
tainly be difficult. The loss in lives and prop- 
erty during the Japanese war was grievously 
aevere. But recovery is slowly going forward. 
And the courage with which the lsland.s' cltl- 
rena withstood the Japanese aggressor, with 
the help that the United states stands ready 
to give, may be counted on to see them 
through the trying times ahead. 

And so America says to its friends in the 
far Pacific: Long live the Philippine republlcl 
National independence has never been given 
or received more proudly.
